such as the seixure of Finland and 
Bessarabia only a. hundred years ago, 
and of northern Caucasia even more 
recently. 
Such squares as these on 


the gigantic 
checkerboard 
of tribal 


and racial lines, are all the more like- 
ly to tint, their part 
of the map in 


new national colors because of the 
short lapse of time since they were 
swallowed by the 'empire. 
Caucasia, 


for example, was 
not fully pacified 


until the, sixties of the last century. 


In size as well .a,s in,, government 


the old republic of Novgorod., .of a- 
thousand years ago, may yet serve as 
a model for the new Russia.

HE TELLS YOU HOAV TO SAVE COAL

Editor of the Black Diamond 


There are two ways to prevent the 


waste of coal. 


One ia to put a self-adjusting dam- 


per in the ymoke pipe so that when 
the wind blows the damper cloaca it- 
self and stops the pull on the fur- 
nace. 


The other way is to put a hinged 


door in the smokepipe in such a way 
that extreme pressure of; the 
draft 


will open it and allow the basement 
air 
to satisfy 
it 
without 
passing 


through the fire. 


Either one of these things can be 


introduced at a cost of less than $4. 
Our experience with the self-adjusting 
damper is that it saved a ton of coal 
n a month and at that time coal was 
costing $9 a ton. 
Between the mid- 


dle of October and Christmas .day last 
year, our saving1 In fuel compared with 
the preceding year was $25—by the 
use of a self-adjusting draft that had 
cost $3,50, 


In office 
buildings the practice is 


to carry enough steam to keep 
the 


rooms at a temperature of S3 to 90 
degrees. 
If the windows are closed, 


and 'then modify the temperature by 
opening the window to allow part of 
the heat to pass out Into the air. This 
can be prevented if the office building 
will burn enough coal to keep the tetn- 
porature at 75 degrees and if the office 
occupants will put 
in 
air-changing 


devices in their windows to freshen 
the air without allowing the heat to 
escape. 


In households it Is the practice to 


neglect tho furnace ^until tho house 
becomes too hot ami then to open 
doors and windows to lot out heal, 
that the family mny again be com- 
fortable.

HELPFUL HINTS 


Go over the lubrication system and 
get it ready for winter. Drain out all 
the old oil, and fill to the usual level 
with kerosene. 
After doing this, run 


the engine half a minute, drain out all 
kerosene, and fill up with clean oil. 


During tho 
winter use a slightly 


thinner oil since it is exposed to a very 
low temperature at the bottom of the 
ciank case 
and 
may 
not be fluid 


enough to lubricate properly unless of 
a lighter .grade. 


If in doubt about tho effect of cold 


weather on your oil, place some in a 
ylass where it will be exposed to the 
cold. 
If it thickens so much that it 


will not readily flow, it is not suitable. 


- From time to time during the winter 
draw off some of the oil from the .bot- 
tom and look for water. If any is pres 
cut it will freeze and may wreck the 
pipe and pump. 


If the owner feels equal to the task 


he should remove the oil 
base 
and 


clean out the pipes, pump and strainer. 
A thorough job can only be done by 
removing the base so that every part 
can be inspected and cleaned. Be care- 
ful to make a good gasket and to shel- 
lac it thoroughly when 
base is re- 


placed.

MEASLES—EARLIER CHILD GETS 


IT, MORE DANGEROUS 


IT IS 


Measles begins with a 
cold 
and 


fever. 
After three of four days there 


is headache and nausea. 


During the period 
of tho 
fever, 


grayish pinhead spots surrounded by 
a red halo appear on the Inner sur- 
face of tho neck. 
An eruption in the form of small 


red areas (which soon become clus- 
tered on the forehead) begins to ap- 
pear on the fourth or fifth day of ill- 
ness. 
This rapidly spreads over tha 


face and body. 
The disease varies greatly in its 


severity, but mild cases often give 
rise to severe cases in others. 
The 


disease is most serious 
in children 


under five years of age. 


A child under five Is many times 


more likely to die from measles than 
a child of 10. 


The chief complications are pneu- 


monia, car disease and the lighting 
up of latent tuberculosis. 


The infectious 
agent is contained 


in the discharges of the nose, throat, 
eyes and ears and infection may ap- 
parently be 
communicated at least 


two days before tho eruption appears 
on the face. 
The germs usually remain active in 


these discharges for only two or three 
days after the rash begins to ap- 
pear, so that measles is usually not 
communicable after 
the fever 
has 


subsided. 


The Tine scales on tho body do not 


transmit the germ and the infection 
is probably air borne except in the 
sense that droplets 
thrown out 
in 


forced 
breathing or 
coughing or 


sneezing may convey it.

This, however, is not an 
essay 
on 


why the dollar has shrunk; hut a little 
homely advice for the average man on 
what to do for self-protection. 


]n the first- place, we must wake up 


to the fact that the dollar 1ms not fin- 
ished shrinking, and probably will not 
until some time after peace oomes. No 
financial authority in Washington be- 
lieves that the general level of prices 
\vill decrease until after the war, anrf 
they will bo very happy if they can be 
held at the present level by Hoovey, 
Ciiirfleld and the other officials who are 
working to hold them down. It is not 
'bocause they .are disappointed in Hoo- 
ver and Gartield that they 
hold 
this 


opinion, but simply because thfiy are 
looking the world conditions squarely 
in the lace and considering the facts 
of history. 
They know 
that 
prices 


never did fall during any great war, 
and that they have gone steadily up in 
every country during this war. 


We can therefore be practically sure 


of rough financial weather ahead, and 
tlie advice of authorities to every bus- 
ii'.css Tnan and every 
householder 
is: 


"Reef your sails and throw an anchor 
to windward." 


How are we going' to reef our sailsV 


First, for tile business man: Oontrae'. 


your credits, get rid of all the dead- 
wood in your 
business 
organization, 


and steer clear of investments that are 
unproductive or'require a long time to 
mature. 
Don't put money into land, 


for example, unless you are going to 
make it. tho basis of production either 
ol crops, a factory, or a needed dwell- 
ing- place. When you contract credits, 
reef them in gradually. In a storm at 
sea, you don't lower all sails when you 
see the big Wind is coming; you reef in 
i.'.nd keep enough sail set to give youi 
boat headway. 
But be sure and ree 


them, for the business man who tries 
to go through the storms ahead wltl 
nil his credit sails stretched is sure to 


How is the householder to reef his 


sails? By cutting his expenditures to 
the limit of "necessity. Don't buy any- 
thing' that is not needed for the healtl' 
and cffleclency. of yourself 
and 
youi 


family. 
Luxuries will have to g-o by 


the board until the war ends, not only 
for the .sake of your personal finances 
but for the greater reason that victory 
depends on concentrating- all the na- 
tion's labor and available resources 01 
the materials of war and the necessi- 
ties of life. 


And the "am-hor to windward?" Hold 


the Liberty bonds you have, " the 
au- 


thorities say, and buy more with all 
Ihe savings that come from the elimin- 
ation of luxuries and 
non-essentials 


With your fifty-cent dollars you can 
l.'urchase Liberty bonds at par a.nd salt 
them away until peace brings with it a 
return of the old-time prices. 
Then 


you will be able to purchase with them 
twice as much of the necessities or lux- 
uries of life as you could with the same 
number of dollars today. In the. mean- 
time you are protected against all the 
fluctuations of the money market, be- 
cause Uncle Ham allows you to convert 
either the 3 
!/fc or the -1 per cent bonds 


into the same amount of any future is- 
sue that may carry a higher rate ol in- 
terest. Buying Liberty bonds is, there-

There arc two ways to prevent the 
ivastc of coal. 


One is .to put a self-adjusting- dam- 


per in the smoke pipe so that when 
he wind blows the damper closes it- 
self and stops the pull on thu fur- 
nace. 


Tile other way is to put a hinged 


door in the smokepipe in such a way 
hat extreme pressure of the draft 
will open it and allow the basement 
air 
to satisfy 
it 
without 
passing 


hrough the fire. 


Either one of ttyese things can be 


introduced at a cost of less than 54. 
Our experience with the self-adjusting 
damper is that it saved a ton of coal 
in a month and at that time coal wag 
costing 59 a ton. 
Between the mid- 


dle of October and Christmas day last 
year, our saving in fuel compared with 
the preceding year was ?25—by the 
use of a self-adjusting draft that bad 
cost J3.50. 


In office buildings the practice is 


to carry enough steam to keep . the 
rooms at a temperature of SG to 90 
degrees, if the windows are closed, 
and then modify the temperature by 
opening the window to allow pa.rt of 
the heat to pass out into the air. This 
can be prevented if the office building 
will burn enough coal to keep the tem- 
perature at 75 degrees and if the office 
occupants will put 
in 
air-changing 


devices in their windows to freshen 
the air without .allowing the heat to 
escape. 


In households it is the practice to 


neglect the furnace "until the house 
becomes too hot and then to open 
doors and windows to let out heat, 
that the family may again be com- 
fortable.

Drain out all 
the old oil, and fill to the usual 'level 
with kerosene. 
After doing this, run 


the engine half a minute, drain out all 
kerosene, and fill up with clean oil.

-winter, use a slightly 


thinner oil since it is exposed to a very 
low temperature at the bottom of the 
crank case 
and 
may 
not be fluid 


tnough. to lubricate properly unless of 
a lighter grade. 


If in doubt about the effect of cold 


weather on your oil, place some in a 
glass where it will bo exposed to the 
cold. If it thickens so much that it 
v'ill not readily flow, it is not suitable. 


From time to time during the winter 


draw off some of the oil from the bot- 
tom and look for water. If any is pres- 
ent it will freeze and may wreck the 
pipe and pump. 


If the owner feels equal to the task 


he should remove the oil 
base 
and 


clean out the pipes, pump and strainer. 
A thorough job can only be done by 
removing the base so that every part 
can be inspected and cleaned. Be care- 
ful to make a good gasket and to shel- 
lac it thoroughly 
when 
base 
is re- 


placed.

inside and out. being reasonable in 
the snow as you would in tho deep 
mud, and one may run the automo- 
bile all the year around in perfect 
safety.

MEASLES—EARLIER CHILD GETS

IT IS 


Measles boffins 
with a, cold 
a,nd 


fever. 
After three of four days there 


is headache and nausea. 


During the period 
of the 
fever, 
grayish pinhead spots surrounded by 
a red halo appear on the Inner sur- 
face of the neck. 


An eruption In the form of small 


red nreas (which soon become clus- 
tered on the forehead) begins to ap- 
pear on the fourth or fifth day of Ill- 
ness. 
This rapidly spreads over tha 


face and body. 
The disease varies greatly in its 


severity, but mild cases often give 
rise to severe cases In others. The 
disease is most serious 
in children 


under five years of age. 


A child under five is many times 


more likely to die from measles than 
a child of 10. 


The chief complications are pneu- 


monia, ear disease and the lighting 
up of latent tuberculosis. 


The infectious agent is contained 


in the discharges of the nose, throat, 
eyes and ears and infection may ap- 
parently be 
communicated at least 


two days before the eruption appears 
on the face. 
The germs usually remain active in 


these discharges for only two or three 
days after the rash begins to ap- 
pear, so that measles is usually not 
communicable after 
the fever 
has 


subsided. 


The fine scales on the body do not 
transmit the germ and the infection 
is probably air borne except in the 
sense that droplets 
thrown out 
in 


forced 
breathing 
or 
coughing or 


sneezing may convey it.

field's campaign was little more than 
an 
ambidexterous 
manoeuvring 
for 


votes, yet we agree with our Wor- 
cester contemporary, that some rad- 
ical step must be taken by the party 
leaders to formulate 
policies 
which 


will appeal to the people and to put 
forward men who will command the 
solid support not only of the demo- 
cratic voters of the state, but also of 
the independent element which, as a 
rule,-holds-the balance of power b«- 
tween the two parties. 


The party can improve 
the state 


committee and in 
its policies it can 


gain 
strength 
by 
guarding 
alike 


against extreme radicalism 
and the 


introduction of sectional issues which, 
more than anything else, serve to sol- 
idify the opposition. It is high time 
for thb democrats of the state to re- 
alize..that in order to have any chance 
of .success '. they must put

part of the committee's business to 
raise the necessary funds.. Mr. Mans- 
field had little money 
to spend 
in 


campaigning, 
and judging from the 


manner in which the campaign was 
conducted, the state 
committee did 


not exert itself very much along the 
lines calculated to win success. Usu- 
ally newspaper offices are flooded with 
campaign literature, but there was a 
total absence of it in the recent con- 
test. As a democratic newspaper, The 
Sun had no evidence of any organ- 
ized effort in behalf of "Mr. Mansfield 
or the democratic ticket except by Mr.

The dealer replied: "I have not that 


amount o?; sugar in my store; in fact. 
I haven't, -any. 
But 1 have some at 


hcrne and if you have children and arc- 
badly in need of it, I'll bring- you down 
a couple of pounds from the house." 


"Bless you, no!" exclaimed his cus- 


tomer. 
"1 don't want two pounds. I 


nave nearly 100 pounds at home, but I 
thought if it is going to run out, I'd 
keep buying it while I could, so as to 
haye plenty." 


Another report was to the effect that 


two carloads of sugar had come into 
Lowell 
during 
the 
week 
and were 


either lying1 idle on the tracks or tho 
contents had been sent to a .warehouse;
